Hertoghe blames the problem 
of lazy faculty members on such 
things as budget cuts [affecting 
the amount of copies the indi- 
vidual teacher can make for the 
student], and on lacking pay 
raises 

Hertoghe said, “The good ones 
{professors] don't feel there are 
rewards for being good, except a 
feeling of good within one’s self 
Although for some this is not 
enough, everyone needs to be told 
that they're doing a good job.”

Titanium bat strikes out, banned by NCAA

A ruling by the NCAA Division] Women's 
Softball Committee meant that ieams traveling 
to play in the NCAA regional playoffs begin 
ning today will have less to pack 

The committee voted unanimously to ban 
the conwoversial Utanium bats for this year's 
postseason because of safety concerns, although 
the bat could be reinstated for play beginning 
next year pending further studies 

The bat was drawn into the nauonal spot 
light last week after Hornet Coach Kathy Stra 
han refused to play a doubleheader against Cal 
because the Bears intended to use the bat 
Several publicauons, including USA Today and 
Sports Illustrated , have covered the story 

Several coaches have spoken out against use 
of the bat, including Mike Candrea of the No. | 
Anzona Wildcats 

The NCAA issued a three-page statement 
on Wednesday regarding the banning 

“There is growing concern that the current 
field specifications and official ball, when com 
bined with the titanium bat, may result in unsafe 
situauions,” said Cindy Cohen, Princeton soft 
ball coach and committee chair, “This decision 


affects only this year’s championship. We felt 
that we must choose the safest opuen until we 
have more complete information that can 
help us resolve the entire issue of bat perfor- 
mance.” 

“The issue is of great concern because of 
the nature of the game,” Cohen added. “Soft 
ball pitchers are much closer to the plate than 
in baseball. First and third basemen often 
play in close to home plate. The faster a ball 
comes off the bat, the greater the challenge 
for infielders to react.” 

Play begins today at Shea Stadium on the 
CSUS campus at 1 p.m. when the No. 4 
Fresno State Bulldogs take on the No. 11 Cal 
Bears prior to top-seeded and No. 8 Hornets 
playing host to the unranked lowa Hawkeyes 
in a game scheduled to begin at 3:30 p.m 
Play willcontinue Saturday with the champ 
onship game scheduled for Sunday begin- 
ning at | p.m. Sunday’s winner will go on to 
compete in the Women's College World 
Senes beginning Thursday in Oklahoina City

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The athletic program at Sacramento State took some big steps this past year in its 
search for nabonal recognition 

The Homets began the year in September with football getting much of the 
ypodight, compared to soccer, cross country, or volleyball. 

The football team finished their season with an overall record of 5-5, 2-1 in 
conterence play, where they finished second. Running back Troy Gassaway won the 
team MVP and also won First Team All-AWC as he led the team with eight 
touchdowns. Head Coach Mike Clemons resigned in February and the Homets are 
sul] searching for a new head coach to lead next year’s team 

The women’s soccer team finished 9-9-1 in its inaugural season at CSUS. The 
team finished tenth tn the region out of 27 teams, and was led in sconng by forward 
Paula Guarda 

The men’s soccer team finished its “roller coaster” season with a record of 7-10

On Monday, R.E.M. iaunched their 
latest world tour at the Shoreline 
Amphitheatre wo a sold out crowd, 
screaming and eager to hear from the 
band.
